A New Look 


But with or without swimming, Silver Lake in 
the past three years as part of Mill Creek Valley 
Park, has taken on a new look, with nic e lawns 
and trees taking the place of weeds and rubbish 


011 the shore. 


The Bu< ks County Health Department is track­ 
ing down the pollution with the hofie of greatly 
reducing, if not ending it. 


Whether 01 not pollution can l>e reduced below 
the Mah* minimum for swimming cannot be pre­ 
dicted. But as the base of the 1.500 acre Mill 
Creek Valley Park, the lake will still serve for 
floating, fishing and relaxation, as do the lakes in 
New York’s Central Park and most other water­ 
ways in municipal parks. 


It will l)e a green network connected by Mill 
Creek, Queen Anne Creek and the Black Ditch. 


Pollution M e n a c e 


The pollution menace helped generate the < om- 
bined efforts that resulted in creation of Mill Creek 
Valley Park. The new park, if plans of the Bucks 
County P ark Board an* earn ed out, will extend up 
Mill (’reek and if' tributaries to bring hiking and 
riding trails and recreation facilities to the heart 
of fast-growing Lower Burks County. 


But vith Lower Bucks land getting more and 
more in demand, the county must acquire 3()0 
acres this year or the park will never be. 
Bristol Borough Council and the Bristol Town­ 
ship Commissioners joined forces to investigate the 
Silver Lake pollution and solve it. 


Project Begun 


The Courier-Times in 1F5H, in editorial com­ 
ment. suggested that Silver Lake and the streams 
that feed it be made a county park. Bristol Bor­ 
ough Council and Bristol Township Commissioners 
jumped upon the idea, as did the Park Board and 
the project was begun. 
At the requext of the Park Board and County 
Commissioners, the 1957 State Legislature passed 
a law transferring Silver Lake front the State Fish 
Commission to the county, Bristol Borough Coun­ 
cil and the township commissioners each contri­ 
buted $7,500 and the Countx Commissioners doubled 
it for the first work al the park. 
Since then the Park Board budget has financed 
the improvements.
